BOWLING GHKEN, Ky.—A B. 
(ltappvt Chandler dc dared to¬ 
day the Democratic Party pro 
* ram (or Kentucky contains "bin 
plans" for improving the state 

"Prayerfully and earnestly,” the 
Democratic nominee for govemoi 
said he was committing himself 
and his party to "a program of 
vast improvement,” including ed¬ 
ucation, highways, parks, natural 
resources, agriculture, industry, 
welfare, health research and oth¬ 
er aspects of state government. 

Chandler sharply criticized his 
Republican opponent in the Nov 
8 election, Edwin R Denney. He 
said the GOP candidate’s words 
and actions "do not conform," 
but “are far removed one from 
the other. One is the voice of 
Jacob—the other the hands of 
Esau.” 

In an address prepared for de¬ 
livery as “a major poliry state¬ 
ment” at the Democrats’ forma! 
campaign opening. Chandler said 
’’the very first commitment is 
the solemn pledge to elevate and 
improve education in Kentucky 
at all levels." 

Chandler, 1938-39 governor and 
long-time foe of a general retail 
sales tax. didn’t mention any new 
taxes in his text nor outline spe¬ 
cific ways of financing any great¬ 
er appropriations for education. 

But he suggested the possibil¬ 
ity of floating bonds to finance 
"a system of free ways” that 
would ’’provide four-lane roads 
for our primary road system. ’ 
However, should this be neces¬ 
sary. he said. ”we will carry the 
question to the people.” He had 
criticized toll roads in his pri¬ 
mary campaign 

"Future expansion of the state 
parks,” Chandler said, “can b*- 
accomplished by Issuance of rev¬ 
enue bonds which will be retired 
from the income of the added fa¬ 
cilities.” 

He said he wanted "to set the 
record straight" on his parks’ 
policy Kecalling the Division ot 
Parks “was created by the Re¬ 
organization Act of 1938. undei 
my administration,” the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee asserted: 

This was the beginning of the 
present park system of Kentucky 
and one does not destroy or im¬ 
pair that which he has created." 

The sys'em’a development, hi 
said, had been accomplished by 
"capital outlay from the surplus 
in the state treasury. That sur¬ 
plus is gone" Then he recom¬ 
mended the revenue-bond fi¬ 
nancing plan. 

Chandler also declared: "Let 
this be made crystal clear: The 
park facilities, under no circuni • 
stances, will be leased, rented, 
bargained or trade*! to any poli¬ 
tical favorite, nor will any con¬ 
sideration enter into the oper¬ 
ation of the state parks save and 
except the consideration of effi¬ 
ciency, development and expan¬ 
sion This statement. I think, is 
not susceptible of contortion, or 
misunderstanding." 

The Democratic nominee re¬ 
peatedly referred to what he 
called Denney's record of voting 
’’no,” when a state representative, 
to legislation passed by the ma¬ 
jority Democrats in control of the

This year marks the silver an¬ 
niversary for two events impor¬ 
tant in the life of Rev. Harlen 
Murphy of West Liberty: his ?5th 
wedding anniversary, and the 
25th year he has been selected as 
pastor of Old Grassy Christian 
Church in Morgan county. Alto¬ 
gether, he has been preaching for 
59 years. He observed his 85th 
birthday last June 7, and he re¬ 
calls that his first sermon was 
preached when he was 26 

"I had been praying about it 
for some time,” Mr Murphy said, 
referring to a day at Upper Long 
Branch when the two ministers 
scheduled to preach did not show 
up "Past time for the service 
some of the older women came to 
me and asked if I would take 
over I declined the invitation 
The crowd stewed and fidgeted. 
They came to m* again, and I 
told them that although 1 had 
been doing lots of praying I had 
never preached. Then they told 
me if 1 would do the preaching 
they would do the praying. I 
said they'd better start praying 
then.” 

Thousands of < rrrmonlr* 

Mr Murphy has not kept count 
of the marriages, baptisms and 
funerals he has performed, but 
figures they must number in the 
thousands. His biggest wedding 
was a triple ceremony several 
years ago when he was called to 
Christy Creek In Rowan county 
tu read vows for three Durham 
sisters, whose home was at More- 
head but whose father was cut¬ 
ting timber on Christy. He was 
licensed to perform marriages in 
Morgan County Court June 28 
1697. and his first request was to 
marry his aunt, Fannie Hensley, 
t Willie Osb<>: 

Many couples married by Rev. 
Murphy have observed golden 
wedding anniversaries. A few 
days ago Bruce McKinney .of 
Omer asked him. "Do you re¬ 
member what you did to me fifty 
years ago’ You got me married ” 

The next day. Mr Murphy saw 
an old friend on the street. He 
said to him. “Well. Johnny, we're 
here yet Johnny Mays, of Flat- 
woods, replied. "Yes and you 
married me 57 voars ago today.” 

Rev Murphy became a Master 
Mason in Ezel Lodge on Jan. 27, . 
1900 


Say* ‘Such Nice Things' 

Recently a woman stopped Mr 
Murphy and told him she wanted 
him to preach her funeral, be¬ 
cause "you say such nice things 
about everyone.” Edna Patrick of 
Ezel told him, "You baptized me 
and you married me, and if you 
outlive me 1 want you to preach 
my funeral.” 

Mr. Murphy's most successful 
revival in number converted and 
baptised was almost 40 years ago 
when he was preaching in a 
meeting in Carter county. The 
revival was held at Manning 
Chapel at Jacobs on Tygart’s 
Creek and 87 people were con¬ 
verted and baptized in the two- 
week meeting 

Always interested in young 
people, he was happy when he 
received a letter from his 17- 
year-old great-grandson. Don 
Murphy of Middletown, O. The 
letter was written Sept. 1 and 
told that Don had accepted a call 
to Ihe ministry and was at Ar¬ 
lington College in California. 

Has Held Many Offices 

Proving that a man of God is 
t-uly an asset in community af¬ 
fairs, Rev. Murphy has filled the 
following elective or appointive 
offices: Appointed magistrate two 
times and elected twice to that 
office; appointed U. S. Commis¬ 
sioner by Federal Judge A J M 
Cochran in 1929 and served foui 
and a half years; appointed mas¬ 
ter commissioner of the Morgan 
Circuit Court by Judge G. W E. 
Wolfford in 1928. serving two 
terms, and appointed to the same 
office by Judge R. C. Littleton in 
1940, serving two terms, making 
a total of 24 years in this post; 
elected a member of the Morgan 
County Board of Education in 
1938, serving two terms: served 
two-vear term as chairman of 
the West Litrert.v City Council, 
beginning in 1944. and he has 
been chairman of the Annual 
meeting of Christian churches in 
a five-county district for several 
years, being elected to that post 
again last week when the meeting 
took place at Davsboro. 

Hev Murphy’s work in churches 
throughout t+ic county, particu¬ 
larly at Old Grassy and White 
Oak. has endeared him and his 
wife to many people. In recogni¬ 
tion of his Christian service, 
friends entertained with a silver

THE GOLDEN HARVEST 


COUNTY SCHOOL AND AGRICULTURE FOR 


It certainly is obvious to everyone who at¬ 
tends the county fair to realize that much prog¬ 
ress is being made in the production of foods 
and livestock and farm products in the county. 

The agricultural agencies which work with 
and help the farmers are doing an outstanding 
job as everyone will admit who saw the exhibits 
of 4-H clubs, the FFA and FHA and the home 
agents. Homemakers and farmers' organizations. 

There were hundreds of entries this year 
which were equal to the state exhibits and the 
best in Kentucky. This is attested to by the state 
workers who visited the county, and the judg¬ 
ment of those who attended the State Fair. 

The reduction in the acreage of tobacco can 
be more than offset by the production of food 
on the land withdrawn from tobacco. 

Good and wholesome food is the first essen¬ 
tial in health and vitality of a people. It is the 
first requisite of the human being, followed by 
clothing and shelter. 

The two main divisions of the county fair as 
represented by agriculture and education are the 
two pillars of the progress and welfare of our 
local communities. The exhibits representing 
the schools were above the average of the past. 


It is coming to that season of the year when 
everyone 9nouici take a walk iluuugii a meadow 
or along a country road to see the autumnal 
loveliness. Some think the best time to trudge 
over the countryside is after a frost has put a 
coat of gold-leaf on tree, field and flower. Frost, 
being a shy visitor at this time of year, makes 
his stay so brief that it is difficult to tell just 
when he has called Anyway, a change is taking 
place in the colors of summer, giving way to the 
changeable, crisp taffetas of autumn, and always 
with a tracery of gold. There are great meadows 
of golden rod. interspersed with the purple of 
Iron Weed and the pink of Scotch Thistle, and at 
their feet the gold of dried wild grasses. The 
blood-red of sumac pods and leaves vie with the 
scarlet brilliance of Indian Paint Brush, and to¬ 
gether with Blue Gentian sparkle the gold haze 
of a dusty country road and the meadow beyond. 
There is much gold to be found by treasure 
hunters now and in the weeks ahead There are 
golden brown buckeyes in their green-gold cov¬ 
erings to ward off many an ailment; there are 
mellow-gold pears and paw paws, wine-gold ap¬ 
ples, burley-gold tobacco, and burnished-gold 
pumpkins, gourds, melons and fodder shocks, 
and amber gold from the sorghum mill—there 
is even a spattering of gold haze in the air itself.

1946 Legislature, when Denney 
was minority. 

As minority leader. Chandler 
said Denney had offered a bud¬ 
get bill allocating $34,000 a year 
for state parks in 1946 and 1947 
The Democrat majority’s bill, al¬ 
locating $500,000 a year for the 
parks, was opposed by Denney 
"with all the vigor at his com¬ 
mand,” but passed. Chandler said. 

Addressing himself to state em¬ 
ployees who, he said, "more than 
any other group,” had been "the 
object of confusion and misquo¬ 
tation,” Chandler said he wanted 
to restate what he said last 
April: 

“ 'Capable and competent em¬ 
ployees of the state who conduct 
themselves properly will be re¬ 
tained and new employees will be 
selected in accordance with the 
the standards now set forth in 
the civil seivice and merit sys¬ 
tems which are a part of our 
laws.’ 

"Further, I said ‘A sound and 
effective retiremen plan for state 
employees who have devoted 
many years to the state’s service 
will be a part of my program.’ I 
criticized the practice of state 
employment for political pur-» 
poses only.” 

Chandler said “I cannot say it 
more clearly now than I said it 
then. I shall not deviate from 
this stated policy. 

“No one is authorized to and | 
no one has to my knowledge, sub- i 
jected any state employees to any 
coercion or pressure in order to 
obtain a political contribution. I 
hold the view that a state em¬ 
ployee is like any other Kentuc¬ 
kian—free and unencumbered" 
Denney, he claimed, "seeks the 
affection of the state employees. 
This week—on Tuesday—he was 
quoted in the (Louisville) Cour¬ 
ier-Journal as saying with ref¬ 
erence to state employees: 

“ ’There is not a single man or 
woman in the state that I want 
to get even with or punish. There 
is not a single man I want to re¬ 
ward.’ But on April 12. • 1955. 
when he spoke before the Jeffer¬ 
son County Republican Club in 
Louisville, he is quoted as say- I 
ing: 

“ 'If I run, I am going to run 
as a Republican. 1 am not goinr, I 
to forsake my own party to got j 
a few Democratic votes On the 1 
other side. If I should run and j 
the lightning should strike, I be¬ 
lieve that Republicans should get 
the spoils." 

The "spoils" Chandler said 
Denney referred to me sUj 
jobs now held by Democrats' 
And, he added, while Denney 
talked in April about running as 
a Republican, "in September the 
leadership of his party said the 
word ’Republican’ must not be I 
mentioned during the campaign \ 
—that they knew any reference 
to party affiliation would bnnr ' 
certain defeat.”

The death of Judge Allen N. 
Cisco at Ashland. Ky., September 
29, 1955, turns our thought to the 
men of M ,rgan County who have 
served in that most important 
public office, the circuit judge 
ship. 

Judge Wm. H. Burns was the 
first. He was elected in 1859 
whilst a resident member of the 
Morgan County bar. He resigned 
the office in 1860 to enlist in the 
Confederate Army, where he 
served in the Virginia theatre of 
the Civil War. After peace, he 
settled in Virginia and was elect¬ 
ed Circuit Judge and served with 
distinction till his death. He was 
father of Oliver W. Burns, one 
of West Liberty's most successful 
merchants and operator of the 
Wert Liberty mill' Judge Bums j 
was father also of Harvey Bums, 
a lawyer at Morehead. He was 
grandfather of James H. Burns 
of West Liberty, who married 
Mary, the daughter of Dr. Willis 
G. Carter of West Liberty. 

Judge Newton P. Reid, bom it 
Montgomery, but moved to West 
Liberty, a member of the Mor¬ 
gan County bar, was appointed 
Circuit Judge upon Judge Burns’ 
resignation in 1860-2). Judge John 
E. Cooper, bom in Magoffin, 
graduated at Kentucky A. & M. 
College, settled in Morgan coun¬ 
ty, parried Miss Margaret Turn¬ 
er, sister of (Big) James Turner 
and H. Clay Turner, highly suc¬ 
cessful Morgan County merchants. 
His only surviving son, H. Clay 
Cooper, lives in Montgomery 
County. Judge Cooper was first 
elected County Attorney of Mor¬ 
gan, then State Senator and elect¬ 
ed Circuit Judge in August. 1884. 
He served in that office continu¬ 
ously till 1903. He died at Mt 
Sterling, ending a distinguished 
career. He was a great Circuit

Judgt David B. Redwine and 
his brother. Judge M M. Red- 
wine. natives of Morgan, served 
—David in the Breathitt district, 
Judge M. M. in the Morgan dis¬ 
trict. both with celebrated hon¬ 
ors. Before his election as Cir¬ 
cuit Judge, M. M. Redwine served 
as County Attorney of Elliott 
and then as Commonwealth’s At¬ 
torney for the district for some 


two or three terms. He lived at 
Sandy Hook. 

Judge Allen N. Cisco who was 
born in the Eastern part of Mor¬ 
gan County, admitted to the bar 
at West Liberty and elected Cir¬ 
cuit Judge of the district, and 
latterly as Circuit Judge of Car- 
ter-Bovd-Lawrence District. He 
was a conscientious painstaking 
judge, truly a native son of 
Morgan soil and stock. 

It is no small credit of the 
Morgan County bar that it has 
provided 'uch outstanding jurists 
to serve Kentucky in that great 
responsibility of administering 
justice. 

I knew them all personally ex¬ 
cept Judge Bums, and practiced 
in all their courts, except Judges 
Burns and Reid. 

The important office of Circuit 
Judge is that by which the peace 
is kept, orderly society maintain¬ 
ed. criminals punished and crime 
suppressed, and the differences 
betweer citizens composed under 
rules of law conceived to do jus¬ 
tice among men. Moreover, it is 
that official power that insures 
the protection of the human rights 
of life, liberty and property under 
the Constitution. 

In all, the Morgan County bar 
has included six Circuit Judges 
and one Appellate Judge; the El¬ 
liott bar three Circuit Judges 
(one of wihom is also accredited 
to Morgan) and one of whom be¬ 
came Appellate Judge. 

Magoffin County bar has had 
Circuit Judges. 

The Rowan County bar three 
Circuit and one Appellate Judge. 

And the Johnson County bar 
three Circuit Judges, one also 
accredited to Magoffin, his na¬ 
tive county. 

A strong bar. measured in 
character, ability and civic rat¬ 
ing of its members reflects in a 
large measure the importance of 
a county. Not that they stand 
apart from their neighbors, but 
do stand as contributors to. the 
sum of community culture and 
ethical behavior. They help to 
illustrate a county’s intellectual 
and moral ranking. Any com¬ 
munity that produces or main¬ 
tains a strong bar is not barren 
of talent of a high order. Thoms 
do not bear figs.
